A.£T  t0  Provide  for  satisfying  claims  for  boutvtyUands 
for  military  services  in  the  late  war  with  Great  Britain, 
and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  t7  enac/ed  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  l nited  States  of  America  in  Congress  Assembled,  That 
in  all  cases  of  warrants  for  bounty  lands  for  military  ser- 
vices  in  the  war  of  eighteen  hundred  and  twelve  with 
ureat  Britain,  which  remain  unsatisfied  at  the  date  of  this 
act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  person  in  whose  name  such 
warrant  shall  hav#  issued,  his  heirs  or  legal  representa-
